Hamilton proposed the scheme for binding 
the wealthy to the government by making g ov­ 
ernment a source of revenue to the wealthy, and 
J efferson unfurled hi» banner of “ equal rights 
to all. and special privileges to none.” 
Hamilton wanted to wipe out the boundary 
lines of states and make one central powerful 
government,— whereas J efferson wa s the cham­ 
pion of the sovereign powers and individual 
rights of states. 
Hamilton would have injected governmental 
a ctivities into all the affair* of men, and J effer­ 
son laid down a* an axiom of freedom that 
“ that government i* best which governs least. 
There is not a major event of which the 
American people are complaining now that is 
not due to the triumph during the last 12 years 
of the Hamiltonian conception of government. 
The Republican party under the administra­ 
tion of President Hoover and his predecessors, 
Coolidge and Harding, has clearly exemplified 
these Hamiltonian principles in demonstrating 
that governments are strong in proportion as 
they are made profitable to the powerful. 
The 
Federal Government has been made a source of 
revenue to the wealthy, and a scheme of tariff 
legislation has been devised and put into opera­ 
tion which taxes the farm to pay the factory, 
but the latter scheme has been unsuccessful in 
that its rates were so high that trade and com­ 
merce have been diminished to such an extent 
that the factory is suffering as much as the 
farm. 
The Republican party has attempted during 
the present year to proclaim Hamilton as its 
father and beau ideal, and at the same time hide' 
behind the cloak of that great American, Abra­ 
ham Lincoln.

V a st increase* in the cost of maintaining the 
National Government during the Coolidge and 
Hoover Administration« is disclosed 
by 
the 
figures recently released by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 
A 63 per cent average increase in the expen­ 
diture of the major departments and commis­ 
sions has taken place, comparing the expendi­ 
tures for the fiscal year ending J une 30th next, 
with the fiscal year ending J une 30th, 1927. In 
five years the National Government’s expendi­ 
tures have increased by one billion and a quar­ 
ter dollars, or to be exact— $1,231,100,000. Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Hyde in an address over 
a national hookup of radio stations Tuesday 
night, June 7th. 1932, painted in g lowing terms 
the economy of the present administration, and 
told how much money had been 
aaved 
the 
country by the presidential veto. 
It Is to be observed that up until the present 
session of Congress, which has ft Democratic 
majority in the house of representatives, both 
the senate and the house of representatives were 
controlled by a Republican majority. 
Thus the figures released by the Treasury 
Department showing the 63 per cent in the 
expenditures of government from J une 30, 1927 
to the fiscal year ending J une 30th, 1932, do not 
take into consideration the appropriations made 
by the present Congress. 
The figures released by the Treasury D e­ 
partment showing such a tremendous increase 
in the cost of National Government over the 
five-year period emphatically deny the sta te­ 
ments of Secretary Hyde and other adminis­ 
tration spokesmen on economy. 
In this connection one of the most detri­ 
mental influences on business during the past 
two years has been the constantly increasing 
deficit of the Federal Government. 
For the 
year ending J une 30, 1931 it amounted to ap­ 
proximately one and one-half billion dollars, 
and for the year ending J une 30, 1932, it is 
estimated to be over two billion.
